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PRINCE GEORGE,BRITISH COLUMBIA YEAR 2003 WOODEN TRADE TOKEN:

ae In mid-March, the Prince George Chamber of Commerce issued its 2003 dated $3.00 
municipal trade token printed on white spruce wood. This has been, for many years, the largest 
wooden trade token issued in Canada. New this year is a coat of varnish, both sides, to give it a 
glossy surface and smooth feel. 

Locally the wood sells for $3.00 and most are kept as souvenirs by collectors and tourists and 
not redeemed for merchandise. 

The obverse side commemorates the Prince George Sled Dog Classic held on March 7" and 
8'" 2003. The central part of the design is printed in blue with the profile head of the husky dog 
covering most of a black outline map of B.C. The husky paws, and the words “Prince George’ 
and ‘Sled Dog Classic’ are also blue in colour. All of the remaining inscription, as seen in the 
picture, around the outside part of the token is in black letters. 

The reverse side is completely black in colour. A British Columbia map, with its offshore 
islands indicates where Prince George is located. The Prince George mascot, a wooden man 
made of spruce, called Mr. P.G. is shown in the upper right corner. 

This is the 155“ issue of the large, spruce, municipal trade token issued and designed by 
members of the Prince George Chamber of Commerce. Their first token was issued in 1958. 
Some years had more than one trade token issued for the year. At first the token was sold 
locally for $1.00 and more recently for $2.00. Their first $3.00 wooden token was issued in
